LATE RETURNS DO NOT 
CHANGE NOMINATIONS 


KA DIO SALESMAN WAS SHOT TO 
HEATH IN HIS ( AK, SEATED

New York, June 18.—d’.Ri — Police 
were convinced today that a m aniac 
who considers it his moral obligation 
to com m it 16 m urders, is roam ing the 
m etropolitan area and 
already 
has 
killed two men. 
He has threatened, in a letter to a 
newspaper, to strike again tonight at 
College Point unless he recovers some 
‘"im portant papers,” which seem to ex­ 
ist only in his disordered mind. 
Noel Sowley, a 
26-year-old 
radio 
salesm an who was shot to death as 
he sat in an automobile with a girl, 
is the latest victim of the m an who 
refers to himself as "3-X, the Man Be­ 
hind the Gun.” 
Sowley's body was 
discovered yesterday 
in 
a sparsely 
settled section of Queens. On the lap 
of the dead man was 
a 
new spaper 
clipping describing the killing of Jo­ 
seph Moyznski whose body was found 
a week ago in a uarked automobile 
at W hitestone, Queens. 
The m urderer 
of Sowley had pencilled 
this 
grim 
toast on the m argin of the clipping: 
"H ere’s how.” 
All the elements th a t go to m ake up 
detective fiction were present in the 
m urders that were so singularly sim i­ 
lar. 
Besides the "m issing papers” of 
the coded letters to the New York 
Journal, two beautiful girls are in­ 
volved. 
They are Miss C atherine May and 
Miss Elizabeth Ring. 
The form er was 
in Moyznskt's car when he was killed 
and the latter was Sowley’s com pan­ 
ion. 
Detectives surm ised th a t 
the 
m aniac 
considered 
himself 
as 
an 
avenging force whose duty it was to 
kill the escorts of young women when­ 
ever he found a couple in a parked 
autom obile. 
The account th at Miss R ing told 
police was similar in almost every re­ 
spect to that related by

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The Primary Result 


THE results of the primary election of Tuesday, says the Min- 
neapolis Journal, were, as usual with the direct primary, both 
Rood and— not so jrood. The Senatorial contest naturally held the 
center of interest The renomination of Senator Schall was de­ 
cisively accomplished in a light vote, fie? still has the election hur­ 
dle to surmount. 
Governor Christianson entered the contest with several han­ 
dicaps. He had lost friends because of a number of things he had 
thought it wise to do as Governor— the veto of the school appro­ 
priations, the controversy with the Board of Regents of the Uni­ 
versity, the handling of certain Appointments including the dis­ 
missal of Jay Gould as State Game and f ish Commissioner, his 
steady opposition to completion of the highway system by a State 
bond issue, and so on. The effect of these things through nearly 
six years as Governor was cumulative. Then the scandal in the 
Securities Commission and its sequels doubtless had no little 
weight. The Governor's excellent record In more important r e ­ 
spects, as in reduction of state taxes and efficient administrative 
methods, was apparently lost sight of. 
And in the campaign it developed that the Governor stood for 
very much the same things the Senator did— especially support 
of the debenture and opposition to the Tariff Hill. This made th.- 
contest one of personalities, and left the Hoover Republicans of 
Minnesota with nowhere to go. Many of them didn’t vote at all. 
The characteristic Schall campaign of vituperation also had its 
effect. Some of the mud stuck, howsoever undeservedly. The poli­ 
ticians were largely against the Governor, and in a primary with 
a light vote that opposition was powerful. 
And so, when Theodore Christianson leaves the State Capitol, 
he will also leave public life—at least for the present. Ile has been 
a powerful figure and has left his impress indelibly on the affairs 
and methods of the State. 
The result of the Governorship contest is a happy one. Ray I*. 
Chase is perhaps the best equipped public mail in the State for 
the conduct of that great office. His service in the Auditor’s of­ 
fice has been longhand signally efficient. Ile knows his Minnesota, 
and especially its problems of taxation and conservation. Among 
all the Republican candidates he is the one best able to defeat the 
f armer-Labor candidate, Floyd Olson, in November. 
His primary campaign was unique. It was made without a 
campaign fund, without a manager, without showy polemics. He 
discussed the State’s problems in exactly the same way and with 
the same wealth of information and pertinency of plans that he 
has been using in their discussion for the last six years or more. 
Ile attacked no one and indulged in no personalities. Very Jlkely 
he could have been nominated without saying a word, for flu- State 
had long since taken his measure and appreciated his ability, his 
integrity, his industry.

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The Primary Result 


The results of the primary election of Tuesday, says the Min­ 
neapolis Journal, were, as usual with the direct primary, both 
good and— not so good. The Senatorial contest naturally held the 
center of interest. The renomination of Senator Schall was de­ 
cisively accomplished in a light vote. He still has the election hur­ 
dle to surmount. 
Governor Christianson entered the contest with several han­ 
dicaps. He had lost friends because of a number of things he had 
thought it wise to do as Governor—the veto of the school appro­ 
priations, the controversy with the Board of Regents of the Uni­ 
versity, the handling of certain appointments including the dis­ 
missal of Jay Gould as State Game and Fish Commissioner, his 
steady opposition to completion of the highway system by a State 
bond issue, and so on. The effect of these things through nearly 
six years as Governor was cumulative. Then the scandal in the 
Securities Commission and its sequels doubtless had no little 
weight. The Governor’s excellent record in more important re­ 
spects, as in reduction of state taxes and efficient administrative 
methods, was apparently lost sight of. 
And in the campaign it developed that the Governor stood for 
very much the same things the Senator did—especially support 
of the debenture and opposition to the Tariff Bill. This made the 
contest one of personalities, and left the Hoover Republicans of 
Minnesota with nowhere to go. Many of them didn’t vote at all. 
The characteristic Schall campaign of vituperation also had its 
efFect. Some of the mud stuck, howsoever undeservedly. The poli­ 
ticians were largely against the Governor, and in a primary with 
a light vote that opposition was powerful. 
And so, when Theodore Christianson leaves the State Capitol, 
he will also leave public life—at least for the present. He has been 
a powerful figure and has left his impress indelibly on the affairs 
and methods of the State. 
The result of the Governorship contest is a happy one. Ray P. 
Chase is perhaps the best equipped public man in the State for 
the conduct of that great office. His service in the Auditor’s of­ 
fice has been long and signally efficient. Ile knows his Minnesota, 
and especially its problems of taxation and conservation. Among 
all the Republican candidates he is the one best able to defeat the 
Farmer-Labor candidate, Floyd Olson, in November. 
His primary campaign was unique. It was made without a 
campaign fund, without a manager, without showy polemics. He 
discussed the State’s problems in exactly the same way and with 
the same wealth of information and pertinency of plans that he 
has been using in their discussion for the last six years or more. 
He attacked no one and indulged in no personalities. Veryjikely 
he could have been nominated without saying a word, for the State 
had long since taken his measure and appreciated his ability, his 
integrity, his industry.
